A Dinner Party Poisoned by Wine— On* 
Dead. Another Dying. 

Buri.iwoton, la., July 9. —A fatal poison- 
ing case is reported from Scott couuty. A 
family named Baker entertained a dinner 
party, at which a doten persons were pres- 
ent, nearly all being relatives. At dinuer 
wine was served from a bottle in which it 
had been placed a few days ago. The bottle 
had recently contained liniment made from 
roots of the jimson weed. 

Nearly all the table drank the liquid. In 
a few momenta ail were mixed with a terri- 
ble illne* Their eyeballs swelled to an ab- 
normal degree, great drops of froth issued 
from the mouth, and the sick persons hit at 
themselves, and nearly tors off their cloth- 
ing.
